REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A review of Applicant's arguments in the Papers filed 2/24/201 1 and 10/7/2010 
and a review of the instant claims has convinced the examiner that the claims are 
allowable over the applied prior art of record. 

2. Regarding independent claim 1 and the dependent claims, the prior art fails to 
teach or suggest a method of extracting volatile components applicable for a food or 
drink by which volatile components are obtained by super heated steam extraction of 
tasty materials including roasted coffee beans or tea leaves following tea 
manufacturing, the method comprising: directing super heated steam produced from 
deoxygenated water into contact with the tasty material including roasted coffee beans 
or tea leaves following tea manufacturing, wherein the directing is carried out within a 
sealed container under an inert gas atmosphere; recovering the super heated steam 
after said directing of said super heated steam, wherein the super heated steam 
extraction is carried out using the super heated steam that is set to a temperature 
higher than 140°C but no higher than 500 °C, wherein a steam flow rate of 0.3 to 30 kg/h 
is used per 1 kg of tasty material, wherein said directing of said super heated steam is 
carried out for 5 to 30 minutes, wherein a recovery rate of the volatile components by 
the super heated steam extraction is 0.01 to 10% by weight as a solid with respect to 
the tasty material, and wherein the super heated steam is used at normal pressure; 
obtaining an aqueous extract by water extraction of the tasty material following the 
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super heated steam extraction; and mixing the aqueous extract and the volatile 
components. 

3. The closest prior art of GB 1 057840 teaches a process for preparing coffee 
extract powders in which ground roasted coffee is subject to a steaming process with 
condensation of the distillate and the steaming process being at atmospheric pressure, 
however, fails to teach using super heated steam for extraction of roasted coffee beans 
or tea leaves that is set to a temperature higher than 140 °C but no higher than 500 °C, 
wherein a steam flow rate of 0.3 to 30 kg/hr is used per 1 kg of tasty material, wherein 
said directing step is carried out for 5 to 30 minutes, and wherein a recovery rate of the 
volatile components by the steam extraction is 0.01 to 10% by weight as a solid with 
respect to the tasty material. 

4. The secondary reference of Okada is not combinable with GB 1 057840 as 
Okada is directed towards a method of roasting raw coffee beans (not extracting 
roasted beans) where steam is used to remove undesirable components (not recovery 
of tasty volatile components) from raw coffee beans. The claims and GB 1057840 are 
directed towards recovering desirable components from coffee beans after the 
undesirable materials have been removed during roasting. 

5. The secondary references of record do not teach or suggest the combined 
limitations not taught by GB 1 057840.
